DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to show, the method of mounting at least one contact pin on a sleeve into a 
piezoelectric element comprising the steps of: connecting a contact pin electrically to 
one or more wires to the piezoelectric element and the pin mount is provided in the form 
of a detent connection implemented so that the contact pin is fixed in it's position after 
insertion into the detent connection. Prior art also fails to show, a sleeve 
accommodating a piezoelectric element and two contact pins lying opposite one 
another arranged on the outer circumference of the sleeve parallel to the longitudinal 
axis in respective pin mounts. Prior also fails to show, the contact pins connected 
electrically to a plurality of wires to the piezoelectric elements situated in the sleeve and 
the sleeve has two pin mounts at it's upper and it's lower end faces, in which the pin 
mounts take form of a detent connections. Prior art also fail to show, a piezoelectric 
actuator having piezoelectric elements which surrounds the plastic sleeve connected by 
way of contact wires to two the contact pins and the plastic sleeve Is a one piece hollow 
body with Integrated detent connections at the upper and lower end face of the plastic 
sleeve In which the contact pins are fixed in position.
